WILLS. 

Thomas Kitchell the younger, of the Middle Temple, London, Biflqnire, nnncnpatm will. 
(Aylett 111.) 

Notes for the last wHl and testament of Thomas Kitchell the younger, of the Middle Temple, 
London, Esqoier, dated 26 March 1665. 

First his will is that Thomas his eldest (son?*) shall be given the moiety of the landes 
which were settled upon him by his father, to hare and enjoy to him and his heires all the lands 
which were by his father Harflete settled upon him in marriage with his wife— he giveth his 
wife all his household goods except the best bedd lent him by his mother—he giveth to John 
Fidge, Thomas Fidge, and Alice Bowles five pounds apiece, which he desireth his father to paj 
upon a bill given him by his wife to repay it again in a reasonable time — ^he giveth also to his 
brothers and sisters and also to his father and another mooming—- he giveth three poands to the 
poor of 8* Clement's Parish. 

These notes above written, declaring the will of my deceased sonne Thomas Kitchell above 
named, were at his instance and as he directed written by me and afterwards read to him and 
approved of by him the above mentioned 26*^ day of March, in the presence of Mistress Anne 
Herbert, John Fidge, and others. Thomas Kitchell— Anne Herbert. Letters of administration 
granted 22 May 1666 to Hannaf Kitchell, the relict of Thomas Kitchell, late of S* Gyles in the 
Fields, CO. Midd% deceased. 

Lambert Kitchell of Wrotham, co. Kent. Will dated 23 May 1656 ; codicil dated 9 Jnly 
1656 ; proved by Elizabeth, the relict, 11 Febmary 1657. (Buthen 122.) My wife Elizabeth— 
my only son Lambert Kitchell— my daughter Elizabeth £50 — my daughter Mildred £50— my 
lands in Addington, co. Kent, wherein James Boghurst now dwelleth, to my wife for life, and 
after her death to my son Lambert. If my three children die, all my lands etc. shall belong to 
my wife, her heirs and assigns for ever. Witnesses, Thomas Johnston, Giles Boberts, and George 
Hooper. Codicil. — To my wife power to sell lands lying nearest to Addington Church, and 
containing 6 acres more or less, to pay my debts. Witnesses, Thomas Tomlyn, John Tadmors, 
Leonard Knight, and Bose Ward. 

Thomas Kitchell of B^ ClemenVs Danes, co. Midd'. Will dated 7 October 1666 ; proved 
9 April 1657 by Deborah Kitchell, the relict, and the sons Edward and William. (Buthen 122.) 
To be buried in the parish church of S' Clement Danes, or in the church of the parish in which 
I live at the time of my death — my wife Deborah — my son Edward — my son William — ^the 
daughter of my brother Kevill (deceased as I am informed) — my brother John — the child or 
children of my nephew Lambert Kitchell — my sister Jane Wells— my sister Elizabeth, widow 
of William Bowles — ^my sister Margaret, wife of 'Edmund Wood — ^my grandchild and godson 
Thomas Kitchell — my son-in-law Edmund Cook, Esq'— my nephew Master Bobert Thatcher— 
my wife's nephew and my godson Thomas Fidge,} his sister Deborah, and his sister Mary Fidge 
'^my nephew and godson Thomas Stratfield — ^to my wife Deborah £40, two diamond rings, watch 
and other ornaments she has worn, plate and linen, etc., for life during widowhood, and after 
to my two sons — to my son Edward my seal ring and law books — my house over against

f Planch^, in his * Comer of Kent,' following Hasted, states that the Manor of Nevill's Fleet 
in Ash passed, a few years after the death of Charles I., by a female heir, Elizabeth Harflete, 
through her marriage to Thomas Kitchell, and recites that a marriage in 1652 took place at St. 
Mary Bredin, Canterbi^ry, between Thomas Kitchell and Elizabeth Harflete. In a footnote, 
Planch^ states that he cannot trace this Elizabeth Harflete in any of the numerous pedigrees of 
the Harflete family. This is accounted for by the fact that the name of Thomas Kitchell's wife 
was Hanna, and not Elizabeth. In the Courthope collection at Heralds' College there is a short 
pedigree which states that Hannah, eldest daughter of John Harflete of Canterbury, gent., 
married Thomas Kitchell. Her marriage settlement was dated 7 January 1652. They had issue 
Thomas Kitchell, whose marriage settlement was dated 4 and 5 November 1689. He died 
January 1692. Will dated 1690.

S^ George^s Gate, Parish of & George, City of Canterbury— my honses in ft place called 
Waterlock in S* "Maxj Broddyn, Canterbory^-thTee acres of marsh land in Fairfield, co. Kent — 
my honse in the parish of S* James 4;he Apostle, Dover — all these to my son Edward and his 
heirs, and if no heirs then to son William-^£100 due to me from Gregorie Herbertp— lease of 
houses in S* Paul and Holy Cross — ^to my son William my house and malt house, etc., in 8^ 
Mary, Sandwich, co. Kent, my best Bible, watch, and all cottages and 10 acres of land in 
Addington, co. Kent — lease of lands in Elmsted, co. Kent — lease of messuage and lands in 
Egerton, co. Kent — moneys due to me from Master Bradshaw of London — all these legacies to 
my son William when he has served his apprenticeship ; till then to my wife, at her discretion, 
while she remains my widow. If she marry again, my son-in-law Edmund Cooke, Esq', and my 
nephew Bobert Thatcher, overseers. To my sister Elisabeth (and children), widow of William 
Bowles— my having free disposal of timber and wood at Witcholing and Leveham (Leveland ?) 
in Kent. Witnesses, William Jervis and Boger Smith. 

Edward Kitchell of Kew Inn, 8^ Clement Danes, co. Midd"", gent. Will dated 1 July 1657 ; 
proved 22 May 1658 by the ez'ors, M" Deborah Kitchell and William Kitchell. (Wotton 338.) 
My mother M" Deborah Kitchell — ^my brother William Kitchell — my brother-in-law Edmund 
Cooke, Esq' — my cousin William Gibbons — ^my two cousins Deborah and Mary Fidge — my Aunt 
Bowles — M' John Fidge of New Inn — ^my cousin Mary Stephens — my cousin John Knight of 
Staple Inn — ^to my brother William Kitchell my lands, etc., in the City of Canterbury or within 
one mile of that City (except one messuage and tenement called the Priory, near S' Augustin's 
Gate, which I lately paid for to my cousin William Gibbons of Canterbury) — my house in the 
parish of 8* James the Apostle, Dover — ^my great seale ring which was my father's — to my Aunt 
Bowles £4 to be distributed among her children — to my cousin John Knight of Staple Inn my 
messuage near S* Austin's Gate, and one lease made to my late father by way of mortgage of 
three acres of marsh land in Fairfield — ^my law books and law business, and all debts due to me 
for suits in law, and also all such as were due to my late father. Witnesses, Francis Bayliefe 
and John Fooks. 

William Kitchell, gent., 8* George's, Canterbury. Will dated 20 May 1672 ; published 
9 December 1673 ; proved 4 February 167|. (Archdeaconry, Canterbury, vol. Ixxiii., p. 261.) 
To be buried in S* George's Church if I die near the parish — to the poor of the parish £5 — ^to 
Anne my wife the diamonds and rings which she wears and household goods, for her life or 
widowhood ; if she die or marry, to Francis and Thomas my sons — ^to Francis my son my seal 
ring, best Bible, messuages in 8* George's and S* Margaret's parishes, except my dwelling-house ; 
also a messuage in 8^ Paul's, having the sign of ** The George ;" also a messuage at Addington, 
where John Austin of Offa dwells ; also 3 acres in Fairfield, co. Kent, charged with the payment 
to my daughter Ann of a sum of £100 at the age of 18 years ; possession to Francis when 21, 
remainder to Thomas my son and to Ann my daughter. Lands settled upon my wife for her 
jointure, viz. a farm at Chartham, co. Kent, 18 acres in 8* Lawrence field near Canterbury. To 
Thomas, my second son, a watch, a farmstead, and 70 acres in Northboume, Little Mongeham, 
and Sutton, co. Kent, occupied by Edward Hewlett ; also a messuage, orchard, etc., in Sandwich ; 
remainder to my son Francis, and in default to my daughter Ann. To Ann my daughter a gold 
watch, a farm at Harbledown — to Ann my wife my dwelling-house, with remainder, etc. 
Executors, Ann my wife, if she remain a widow, and my sons Francis and Thomas ; my wife to 
be guardian, rendering an account to M' Nathaniel Denew of Dover and to D' John de la Piere 
of Canterbury, whom the overseers of the will. Witnesses, Leonard Lovelace and Cleave Castle. 
Witnesses to the publication. Cleave Castle and Balph Ashton. Proved by the widow, with 
reservation of rights to the sons when they become of age. 

Edmond Sheaf e of Cranbrook in his will dated 1 Nov. 1625, proved in the Archdeaconry 
Court at Canterbury 11 Dec. 1626, mentions among other relatives — Joane my wife — ^to my wife's 
five children and to my three sons-in-law which married her daughters — to Joane my wife 
furniture, etc., at her discretion " betwixt her children and mine " — ^my loving brother-in-law 
M' Nicholas Jorden, Esq', for my wife's sake his own sister, to be overseer, my loving kinsman 
and neighbour Smallbope Bigge of Crambrooke, and Bobert Kitchell, now of Crambrooke, my 
wife's eldest son, also overseers.

On the north wall of the north aisle, but, according to Thorpe, formerly on a south pillar in 
the nave, on a monvment of white marble, are these arms : Ermine, on a chief sable three talbat^ 
heads erased of the field, langued gules ; impaling two coats quarterly — (1 and 4) Azvre, a hawk, 
wings elevated, belled and jessed, within a bordure or; (2 and 3) 6hUes, on a chief indented sable 
three martlets argent — Tvith this inscription : — »
